A Bill to provide for the development and regulation of foreign trade by ſaci 

litating imports into , and augmenting crports from , India and for matters

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Forty -third Year of thc Republic of 
India as follows: -- 


CHAPTER I 


PRELIMINARY 


1. ( 1) This Act may be called the Foreign Trade (Development and Re 
gulation ) Act, 1992 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Ollicial Gazette , appoint.

(i) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this Act. 


CHAPTER II 
POWER OF CENTRAL GOVERNMENT TO MAKE ORDERS AND ANNOUNCE EXPORT 

AND IMPORT POLICY 


3. ( 1 ) The Central Government inay , by Order published in the Official 
Gazette, make provision for the development and regulation foreign trade by 
facilitating imports and increasing exports .

(2 ) The Central Government may also , by Order published in the Official 
Gazette, make provision for prohibiting , restricting or otherwise regulating , in 
all cases or in specified classes of cases and subjeat to such exceptions , if any, 
as may be made by or under the Order, tho import or export of goods. 


( 3 ) All goods to which any Order under sub -section ( 2 ) applics shall be 
deemed to be goods the import or export of which has been prohibited under 
section 11 of the Customs Act, 1962 and all the provisions of that Act shall 
have effect accordingly .

4 . All Orders made under the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 , 
and in force immediately before the commencement of this Act shall , so far as 
they are not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act , continue to be in 
force and shall be deemed to have been made under this Act.

5 . The Central Government may , from time to time, formulate and an 
nounce , by notification in the Official Gazette , the axport and import policy 
and may also, in like mannor , amend that policy .

CHAPTER III 


IMPORTER -EXPORTER CODE NUMBER AND LICENCE 


7. No person shall make any import or export except under an Importer- 
Exporter Code Number granted by the Director General or the officer autho 
rised by the Director General in this behalf, in accordance with the procedura 
specified in this behalf by the Director General.

(a ) any person has contravened any law relating to Central Excise 
or Customs of foreign exchange or has committed any other economic

(2 ) Where any Importer - Exporter Code Nimher rranted to person lias 
been susperded or cancelled under sub - section (1 ) that person shall not be 
entitled to import or export anv poods except under a special licencr granted , 
in such manner and subject to such monditions 2 ray br prescribed by the 
Director General to that person . 

9. ( 1) The Central Government may levv foes, subject to such exceptions , 
in respect of such person or class of persons making an application for a 
licence or in respect of any licence oranted or renewed in such manner as may 
he prescribed .

( 3 ) A licence granted under this section shall 

(a ) be in such form as may be prescribed ; 
(b ) be valid for such reriod as may be sn « cified therein ; and 

(c ) be subject to such terms, conditions and restrictions as may be 
prescribed or as specified in this licence with refrrence to the terms, 
conditions and restrictions so prescribed . 
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(4 ) The Director General or the officer authorised under sub -section (2 ) 
may, subject to such conditions as may be prescribed , for good and sullicient 
reasons, to be recorded in writing, suspend or cancel any licence granted under 
this Act: 

Provided that no such suspension or cancellation shall be made expect 
after giving the holder of the licence a reasonable opportunity of being heard . 

(5) An appeal against an order refusing to grant, or suspending or can 
celling , a licence shall lie in like manner as an appcal against an order would 
lie under section 15 . 


CHAPTER IV 


SEARCH , SEIZURF , PENALTY AND CONFISCATION

10 . (1) The Central Government mav , by notification in the Official 
Gazette, authorise any person for the purposes of exercising such powers with 
respect to entering such premises and scarching , inspecting and seizing such 
goods, druments , things and conveyances, subject to such requirements and 
conditions, as may be prescribed .

11. ( 1) No export or import shall be made by any person except in ill 
cordance with the provisions of this Act, the rules and the orders made there 
under and the export and import policy for the timc being in force, 

(2) Where any person makes or abets or attempts to make any export or 
import in contravention of any provision of this Act or any rules or orders 
made thereunder or the export and import policy , he shall be liable to a pnalty 
rot exceeding one thousand rupees or five times the value of the coods in 
respect of which any contravention is made or attempted to he made, which 
ever is more . 

(3 ) Where any person , on a notice to him to the Adjurlicrtint Authority , 
admits any contravention , the Adjudicating Authority mov, in such class or 
classes of cases and in such manner as muy ho prescribed , determine, by way 
of settlement, an amount to be paid by that person , 

(41) A penalty imposed under this Act may, if it is not paid . he recovered 
as an arrear of land revenue and the importer - Exporter Code Number of the 
person concerned , may , on failure to pay the penalty by him , be suspended 
by the Adjudicating Alsthority till the penalty is paid . 

(5 ) Where any contravention of any provision of this Act or any mile s or 
orders made thereunder or the export and import policy has heen , is being , or 
is attempted to be , made, the goods together with any rackave, covering or 
receptacle and any conveyances shall , subject to such requirements and condi 
tions as may be prescribed , be liable to confiscation by the Adjudicatiny 
Authority

13. Any penalty may be imposed or any confiscation may be adjudged 
under this Act by the Director General or , subject to such limits as may be 
specified , by such other officer as the Central Government inay , by notifica 
tion in the Official Gazette , authorise in this behalf.

14 . No order imposing a penalty or of adjudication of confiscation shall 
be made unless the owner of the goods or conveyance , or other person concer

CHAPTER V 


Appeal. 


APPEAL AND REVISION 
15 . ( 1 ) Any person aggrieved by any decision or order made by the Ad - 
judicating Authority under this Act may prefer an appeal, 

( a ) where the decision or order has been made by the Director 
General , to the Central Goverment; 

(b ) where the decision or order has been made by an officer subor 
dinate to the Director General, to the Director General or to any oficer 
superior to the Adjudicating Authority authorised by the Director General 
to hear the appeal,

Provided that the Appellate Authority may , if it is satisfied that the ap - .. 
rellant was prevented by sufficient cause from preferring the appeal within the 
aforesaid period , allow such appeal to be preferred within a further period of 
thirty days; 


Provided further that in the case of an appeal against a decision or order 
imposing a penalty or redemption charges, no such appeal shall be entertained 
unless the amcunt of the penalty or redemption charges has been deposited 
by the appellant: 

Provided also that, where the Appellate Authority is of opinion that the 
deposit to be made will cause undue hardship to the appellant, it may , at its 
discretion , dispense with such deposit either unconditionally or subject to such 
conditions as it may impose .

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( 2 ) The appellate Aluthority may, after giving to the appellant a reason 
able opportunity of being heard , if he so desires , and after making such further 
enquiries, if any, as it may consider necessary , make such orders as it thinks 
fit, confirming, modifying or reversing the decision or order appealed against, 
or may send back the case with such directions, as it may think fit , for a 
fresh adjudication or decision , as the case may be , after taking additional 
evidence , if necessary : 


Provided that an order enhancing or imposing a penalty or redemption 
charges or confiscating goods of a greater value shall not be made under this 
section unless the appellant has been given an opportunity of making a re 
presentation , and , if he so desires, of being heard in his defence . 

( 3) The order made in appeal by the Appellate Authority shall be final.

16 . The Central Government, in the case of any decision or order, not 
being a decision or order made in an appeal, riade by the Director General, 
or the Director General in the case of any decision or order made by ally officer 
subordinate to him , may on its or his own motion or otherwise, call for and 
examine the records of any proceeding in which a decision or an order impo 
sing a penalty, or redemption charges or adjudicatinc confiscation has been 
made and against which no appeal has been preferred for the purpose of 
satisfying itself or himself , as the case mav be, as to the correctness , legality 
or propriety of such decision or order and make such orders therenn as may 
be deemed fit; 


Provided that no decision or order shall be varied unded this section so 
as to prejudicially affect any person unless such person 


( a ) has, within a period of two vears from the date of such decision 
or order , received a notice to show cause why such decision or order shall 
not be varied , and 

(b ) has been given a reasonable oppormity of making representa 
tion and , if he so desires , of bing heard in his defence.

17 . (1) Everv authority making adv adiudication or hçaring any anneal or 
exercising any powers of revision under this Act shall have all the powers of 
a civil court under the Code of Civil Proredure . 1908 while trying a suit, in

(4 ) Clerical or arithmatical mistakes in any decision or order or errors 
arising therein from any accidental slip or omission may at any time be correc 
ted by the authority by which the decision or order was made, either on its 
own motion or on the application of any of the parties ; 


Provided that where any correction proposed to be made under tbis sub 
section will have the effect of prejudicially affecting any person , no such correc 
tion shall be made except after giving to that person a reasonable opportunity 
of making a representation in the matter and no such correction shall be made 
after the exiry of two years from the date on which such decision or order 
was made 


CHAPTER VI 


MISCELLANEOUS 


18 . No order made or deemed to have been made under this Act shall 
be called in question in any court , and no suit, prosecution or other legal 
proceeding shall lie against any person for anything in good faith done or 
intended to be done under this Act or any order made or deemed to have been 
made thereunder,

(3 ) Every rules and every order made by the Central Government under 
this Act shall be laid , as soon as may be after it is made, before cuach House 
of Parliament, while it is in session , for a total period of thirty days which may 
be comprised in one session or in two or more successive sessions, and if, 
before the expiry of the session immediately following the session or the 
successive sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree in making any modilication in 
the rulc or the order or both Houses agree that the rule or the order should not 
be made , the rule or the order, as the case may be, shall thereafter have effect 
only in such modified from or be of no clect, is the case may he ; so , however, 
that any such modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the 
validity of anything previously done under that rule or the order .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


It is now generally acknowledged that foreign trade is a driving force of 
cconomic activity. Technology, investment and production are becoming inc 
reasingly interdependent upon cach other and foreign trade brings these elc 
ments together and spurs economic growth . 


2 . The Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 was made in different 
circumstances. Although it has been amended from time to time, the Act 
dues not provide an adequate legal framework for the development and pro 
motion of India s foreign trade. Besides , in July , 1991 and August, 1991 , 
major changes in trade policy were made by the Governnient of India . The 
goals of the new trade plociy are to increase productivity and competitiveness 
and to achieve a strong export performance. The Export and Import Policy 
is a vital part of trado policy. The basic law governing foreign trade must 
serve as an instrument to create an environment that will provide a strong 
impetus to exports, facilitate imports and render export activity more pro 
ſitable . 


3. It is, therefore, considered necessary to enact 7 new law repealing the 
cxisting law . The Bill intends to achieve these objectives.

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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause 19 of the Bill empowers the Central Government to make rules 
regarding 

(a ) The manner in which and the conditions subject to which a 
special licence may be issuod under sub - section (2 ) of scction 8 ; 

(b ) the exceptions subject to which and the person or class of persons 
in respect of whom fees may be levied and the manner in which a licence 
may be granted or renewed under sub -section ( 1) of section 9 ; 

(c ) the class or classes of goods for which a licence may be granted 
under sub - section (2 ) of section 9 ; 

( d) the form in which and the terms, conditions and restrictions 
subject to which licence may be granted under sub-section ( 3 ) of section 9 ; 

(c ) the conditions subject to which a licence may be suspended or 
cancelled under sub - scation ( 4 ) of section 9 ; 

(1) the premises , goods, documents, things and conveyances in respect 
of which and the requirements and conditions subject to which power of 
entry search , inspection and seizure inay be exercised under sub - section 
1 of section 10 ; 


( 8 ) the class or classes of cases for which and the nanner in which 
an amount, by way of settlement, may be deterinined under sub -section 
( 3 ) of section 11; 

(1 ) the requirements and conditions subject to which goods and con 
veyances shall be liable to confiscation under sub -section (5 ) of section 11; 

(i) the manner in which and the conditions subject to which goods 
and conveyances may be released on paynient of redemption charges under 
section 11 ; 


( or ) any other matter which is to be, or may be, prescribed or in 
respect of which provision is to be , or may be , made by rules. 


2 . The matters with respect to which rules may be made under the aforesaid 
provisions are matters of procedure and detail. The delegation of legislativo 
power contained in such provisions is, therefore, of a normal character .
